Wasiiinotoii, Jan. 19. — The fall text 
of the internal revenne Wll, including 
the imiK)rtant incdini' rnx, Iuih been 
•gree<I npon l)y the Duiiiocnitic uwm- 
bers of the ways and means cummittoo. 
As yet detailH of tho inconio t.-LT, its 
finally agre«d niKjn, have not Ixcn luailc 
public. The A8fk)ciated Press is able, 
however, to give a very complete stun- 
mary of the essential features of the tax 
as it will be sabmitted to the house. 

The bill provides that the income tax 
is to go into effect Jan. 1. 1805, and that 
the first collection on incomes is to be 
made on July 1, 1811.1. All classes of in- 
comes are include<l in tho measure, and 
the oniform rate of 2 per cent tax on in- 
comes over fi,()00 is fixe<l. 

The most important detail of the bill 
is the method provided for the levy and 
collection of taxes. It is made obligatory 
on all persons receiving individaa] in- 
comes of ove;- ;f3,500 to make a return 
to the local collector of internal revenue. 
These returns are gone over by the 
revenue collector, and a taxable list is 
made up of those whose incomes szcee<l 
|4,000. No tax is levied on those making 
a retnm of about $8,500 and under 1^,- 
000, but the committee deemed it ex- 
pedient to leave this margin of tSOO be- 
low the exemption point in order that 
the returned might be sure to show all 
who are stiVjeot to the tax. 

In case a person having an income of 
over |8,S00 fails to make a return, it be- 
comes the duty of the revenue asseesor 
to make inquiiy as to the amount of the 
person's income. If this examination 
o is cl osss that the income is above t4,Ouo, 
the income is subjected to twice the or- 
dinary tax under the law, and the party 
faiUngto make his return is deemed 
guilty of a oriminal offense and is made 
subject to fine and imprisonment. 

fne mam purpose in framing the 
above provisions has been to avoid an in- 
quisitorial operatioD of the law. Tin- 
committee believe that it will do away 
with the necessity of having assesHors 
pry into the private businees of ix^jple 
unU-88 the latter have a taxable income 
and try to evade the law. It is estimated 
that not more than 85,000 jwrsons will 
be subject to this tax, so that a groat 
majority of Wttttti* will not have to 
make returns. 

Provision is also made bv which no in 
formation can be nlade public m to the 
details of the income rHp< >rttHl by citi 
MBS.' If such details become public it 
might injure the creclit of u firm or indi- 
vidual. For that roiuion any public or 
private person wlio divulges any part of 
this information concerning incomes is 
niaile Kiiiijict to iriminal prosecution, 
with heavy fin*' and ijenalty. 

Particular provision is made for tho 
collection of the income ta.v due on .sal- 
ariee, not only official Halaiie« liut the 
salaries of iiidividual.s received from Inis- 
inesK firm.s, coriKirations, etc. The indi- 
vidual receiving tfio salary does not pay 
the tax, hut it is m.ide tho duty of every 
govermiietit, utate. county and municipal 
disliurHiiig ollicrr to retain 2 per cent of 
all salaries over ta.xable amount. This 2 
1»er cent is to be taken out of the salaries 
in bulk at the ia'-t payment of salaries 
fOr the year. 

The tax upon corporations includes 
every phase of corixiration Htock. This 
tax is general and \h without the fl,()oo 
exemption allewed to individualincoi'i'*. 
It is i)rovided that in collecting tlio . ..\ 
on corporat« stock, the corjK)rtttion shall 
day tlw tax and deduct the amount from 
the dividends of the stockholder. It is 
made tlio duty of each corporation to 
take 2 per o«nl of each annual corporate 
income from the amount set apart for 
each stockholder, and say the total to the 
internal revenue collector of the locality. 
Severe penalties are provided for failtire 
to make the proper reduction from e 
dividends of stoojcholders or for a f aili d 
to make the return to the revenue col- 
lector. 

The entire business of the levying and 
collecting of tho tax is place-d in charge 
of a deputy commisaionor of internal 
revenue. The different revenue districts 
of the country are also provided with 
deputy collectors who will especially 
manage the collection of the income tax. 

Tho moasuro as finally agr»)ed uikju is 
a detailed elaboration of the plan for an 
Income tax proposed some months ago 
Jay Bq;>ret»entative Hall of Missouri.

London, Jan. 19.— General Sir Ueorge 
Chesney, speaking in London on the de- 
fMHS of the empire, said he thought that 
noMot ths ooiOQies ware in danger of 
ftttaok saosp* Canada, where the serious 
oumIIob mtvt be oonsldered of how.a 
aefeose could be maintained along the 
great line of the American frontier. 

"God forbid," said he^ "that we should 
ever ciuarrel with the United States, but 
it is nn]ioMsible to doubt that if such a 
quaiTel Hhuuld happen an4 the United 
Statee l)o<.<jmo st) roused as to carry the 
q\iarrel to tho liitter end, the poeicion 
would be extremely serious. The Amer- 
icana in times of emergency ore capable 
of great thingb, and in such a case I be- 
lieve it would k)e (juite impossible for us 
to give Canada such eftec-tive aid aa 
would prevent the United States from 
occupying C.miuia. Happily, the atti- 
tude of Americans is easentiallypeace- 
nd, and, unletis we were at war with the 
United States, Canada is absolutely im-

It is recalltxl thai 
during the winter of 1872, a tramp w^is 
foimd freezing to death in these build- 
ings, which have been abandonded for iin 
years, and that he died after removal to 
the county asylum without reoovsrlng 
consciou-'ness.

Jacksonville. Fla., Jan. !9.— Corbett 
and Mitchell will meet and fight within 
30 miles of Jacksonville next Thursday. 
The battle will not take place in this 
citv. That is a certainty. The Duval 
Atldetic club has given up as futile the 
idea of calling th(* combatants together 
in the ring of its new arena hero. 

The location of tho battleground has 
Iwome known toa few persons outside 
of the Duval club. It will be in Nashua 
covmty, directly north of Duval «)unty, 
between the town of Femandina and the 
city of Jacksonville. Feruandina is a 
little ov<!r 20 miles from Jacksonville, 
on the Florida Central and Peninsular 
railroad. Tho site of the battleground 
will be within six miles of Feruandina, 
near the village of Yulee. 

Tho tent l)elonging to Professor Gen- 
try, the showman, has hwn leased and 
will be pitchetl after the train arrives at 
the place of contest. The sports who 
will attend the contest will not be given 
the word until an hour l)efi re the time 
for the train to start. Mitchell has sig- 
nified his willingness to fight anywhere 
in tho state of Florida, and there is now 
nothing to prevent the tight. Should the 
sheriff discover the place of meeting, 
other sites have been arranged for and 
the crowd can be taken to one of them 
within an hour's notice.

WASHINOTOIf, Jan. 19. Now that Sec- 
retatjr Carlisle haa taken action on the 
koaA qneitkm therels a feeling of relief 

among the treasury officials who have 
been viewing with uneasiness the invad- 
ing of the gold lesi i ve. 

Printing will b«' i)ush( d rapiilly, but 
the Ixinds can hardly Ih- re.ady for de- 
livery before Feb. 1. They will bear in* 
terest from tiiat time, as announced by 
Secretary Carlisle. Among the large 
crowd of callers waiting to s(!e Secn-tary 
Carlisle yesterday was a Nt w Yorker 
who had comt' to announce jx'rsoually 
that he \v;i.-< willing to take the whok 
|50,000,u()0 in bonds to is.-<u. d. A re- 
quest for his name was refu.sed. 

The aggregate amount of offers re- 
ceived before t:u' circular was issued is 
|40,U0(i,oo(). AUtheotfers so far made, 
it is said at tho treasury departuunt, 
have come from persons and firms in 
New York t ity. One offer to take |100,- 
000 at 1 l;J has bt?en receive<l. 

It is anr.ounct>d at the trejwurv depart- 
ment ttiat S<>cretary Carlisle will decline 
to make puVilic tho names of the persons 
offering to take bonils, the amount they 
subscrilwd for, or the figures they offered 
for them. To make public the figures, 
it wae pointed out, would give late Ud- 
ders an opportunltj to offer bettor terms 
than thoee offered by the earliest bid- 
ders. 

It was said unofticially, however, that 
the 9-V),000.000 offer was at the minimum 
premium of ' 1 7.228. There is said to be 
no likelihood of the acceptance of this 
or any similar offer, as it Is oontnuy to 
the aeoretary's desire to make the loan a 
popular one to whldi the public gener- 
ally may snbsorfbe. On this theory it Is 
proposed to enooorage offers for smhll 
loto from all aectkm of the country 
rather than to have the entire loan 
taken by a few dealers in large blocks. 
The Idea naturally includes the hoiie 
that the small denominations be taken 
in preference to the larger ones. This, 
of course, wtmld involve the issue cA a 
great many more Injuds. 

It is lielievod at the tronsury dejiart- 
ment, from orders already rwfivwl, that 
the total offering will aggregate nearly 
1900,000,000, and that the price will 
reach 120, making the lx)nd practioally 
bear but 2 1-2 per cent interest. 

The issue for the present will be con- 
fined to denominations of $.'50, $100 and 
$1,000 of coupon iMinds and fW, 1100, 
11,000 ami j:io,(HMi of registered Ixmds. 
In case it is deemed advi.iable arraiige- 
mentu will be made for ij.)UO coui»on and 
1J5.(IOO registered lionds. 

The plates for tho new Ininds wer^' 
made at tlu' bureau of eiigravinir liid 
printing last sjiring liy o-der of e.\ -.i c- 
rotary Foster in antiripatioii cjf an issue 
of bond.s during his a<lminibtration, but 
the plan for their issiie was finally dis- 
approved by President Ilarri.son.

One of the most eloquent and elfectiv 
speeches made in favor of t^e Wilson 
tariff bin was thatof Oongraaaoua Bryan 
the brilliant young Nebraska onrfor. Hsi 

said: 

"The measure of protection demanded 

'by the Kepubliean platform is t!\e difTer- 
enoe in cost of production, which neces 
sarily assumed that the price of home- 
made articles is equal to the foreign 
price plus the tariff. I do not mean to 
say that the price of the hpme product is 
always enhanced to the amount of the 
Uriff, but I do insist that a tariff that is 
not added can not be justified according 
to the ^epablifiim pli^j^orm, for if it is not 
added It is greater than the difRuvnee in 
OOSt of production. The theory that the 
foreigner pays the tax is not acted upon 
by the protectionist. B ihe lotelgner 
jiaid the tax the home producer would 
get no benefit from the tariff. That the 
protectionist expects the oonsamer to pay 
it, is evident from the fact that compen 
sating duties are always given the man 
ufacturer when his raw materials 
taxed, and from the fact that rebates are 
allowed to mantifacturers upon materia 
exported. It is amusing to see the pro- 
tectionist contradict himself. He wants 
high tariff to make high wages when he 
talks to the employe; he wants a higl 
tariff to make low prices when he talks 
to the consumer ; he wants high tariff on 
wool to raiseiita price and a high tariff on 
woolen goods to lower their price; he 
wants high tariff to raise the piice of 
wheat and lower the price of iron. When 
Mr. McKinley reported the McKinlcy 
bill he said in the report : " We have not 
believed that our people, already suffer- 
ing from low prices, can or will be satisfied 
with legislation which will result in low- 
er prices." And now protectionists say 
"The McKinley bill has reduced prices 
and the people are happy." 

" The principle of protection can not be 
defended. The government has no right 
either to take my money by taxation and 
give it to another, nor has it any right by 
m indirect tax to hold me while some 
one rifles my j)Ookets. 

" We are exporting cotton manufac 
tores to China, althotigh our day wages 
are five to ten times higher. Our farm 
ers pay for help nearly eight times what is 
paid in India and yetwe meet India wheat 
in Liverpool, but when you ask a protee 
tionist liow Kugland, with free trade, pays 
better wages than any European country 
wifh protection, he replies : ' Who put 
down the rebellion, anyhow ?' We are 
cnnlident that this bill will remove 
part of the load from tlie shoulders of 
the people, extend our markets, and j\is 
tify still further reduction in the near 
future. The bill has been denounced as 
favorable to the South. Where we give 
free cotton ties to the South we give free 
binding twine to the North. Where we 
give free cotton bagging to the South we 
give free agricultural implements to the 
North. Texas has more sheep than any 
Northern State, and yet consents to free 
wool for our manufacturers, while the 
cotton growers of the South give free 
cotton to the cotton manufacturers. New 
England helped to free the black slaves, 
and the South now rejoices that it was 
done. It is fitting that the South should 
now help to strike down this «3rstem ot 
white slavery, by which one man is made 
to pay tribute to another ; in the full- 
ness of time New England will rejoice in 
the result" ________

COUNTY SUPERVISOR OF ROADS. 



An Important Frovialon of a Law 
08 ffUi Subject Passed by fht 
Laat Legialataro. 

There are aome important chanKes in 
the new law on the aubject of roads and 
passwaya adopted by the laat Leg^alature. 
Section 20 of Chapter 2;i-' s.iys: "The 
Fiscal Court, at its first regular term in 
18M, and every two yeara thereafter, 
.«hall appoint a County Supervisor of 
Roads, or auch district Supervisors as 
may bo dioteed beat, and may appoint 
such overseers as may be neceaaary, who 
shall hold their office for a term of two 
years from date of appointment and un- 
til their atioooaaora are appointed and 
qualified. Any vacancy oecnrring in the 
oflice of Supervisor or overseer nuiv be 
filled by the County Court until the next 
regular term of the Fiacal Coort. The 
Supervisor or Supervisors shall execute 
bond in the County Court within thirty 
daya after hia appointment, with ((ood 
aiul sutlicient Huretics, to ho .ipprnved 
by the Judge of the County Court, for 
the faithful performance of his duties. 
The Fiacal Court shall make the Super- 
visor or SupervisurH a reasonable allow- 
ance for aarvloea/^^^^^

Washinoton, Jan. 19.— Almort the 
entire (lay in the hotisc ww spent in the 
continuation of the dchato on Mr. Bur- 
rows, amend inent to re.sture the existing 
datiM on wool, with the result of its de- 
falil 1^ • itriot party vote. 

Aboat an hoar before the recew 
Mr. Johnson, the Ohio free trader and 
rini^ tuxer, offered his amendment to 
place railH on the free list. This led tc 
what will probably prove to be one ol 
the moet interesting dlscusfiionH of the 
preaent tHrilf debate. 

Mr. Johnson (Dem., O.) was recog- 
nized to offer his amendment placing on 
the free list radlway bars. ma<le in i)art 
of ateel, rails and girders, stnet rails 
and punched iron or Hteel flat railh^ 
which in the bUl are dutiable at '2r> jicr 
cent. Mr. Johnson explaineil tliut h\s 
amendment included In paragraph ll .'>, 
girder street railu sijecincallv, bo that 
tnere could be no misunderstanding 
about that clufls of rails. That a steel 
nil pool existed which paid steel rail 
Biilla to close their works and gave theiu 
• monopoly of this production, he said 
was generaUv admitted. No revenue 
woold be produced from putting a duty 
of M per cent on them; the ways and 
■Maoa committee dtd -aiot claim that it 
woold prodace revenue, and ho asked 
the honse either to pnt steel rails on the 
free list or show a good reason for not 
<Mngso. 

Mr. Springer asked Mr. Johnson, who 
ia himaeu a steel rail producer, whether 
ylaoing rails on the free list would drive 
rail mantif acturers out of the business, 
to whioh the latter replied that it would 
not. Iti eoly effect woold be to reduce 
the inoflta of the mill owners. 

"That's what you're here for, I sup- 
aoaef interpoaed Mr. Bontelle, aarcasti- 
oiUj, "to reduce your profitsr 

"I am not here voting money into the 
pooketa of my stocknolderB," replied 
Mr. JofaBaoB, amptaattoaUjr. mid ap- 
plause. 

"Your patriotism has an etomnt of 
improbability about it," retorted Mr. 
Boutelle. 

In further reply to Mr. Springer, Mr. 
Johnson stated that his mill was not 
more favorably situated than others, that
